REDUCE WASTE BY CANDLING 


Difficulty In Determining Quality of 


Certain Clawei.of Egg* In Com- 


mercial. Plants. 


(Prepared by the United states Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Although the candling method of de- 


termining the quality of eggs' in the 
shell Is the best known for commercial 
grading, recent Investigations conduct- 
ed by the United States department of 
agriculture show that one group of 
eggs of Inferior, quality cannot be de- 
tected by this system, and that it Is 
Inadequate in grading still another 
group. The Investigations, reported in 
Department Bulletin 702, show that ex- 
perienced camliers and those using ex- 
treme care do not make many mis- 
takes in grading eggs. ^Eggs with green 
whites and those having a normal ap- 
pearance but bad odors are not recog- 
nizable by candling. White rots, more 
particularly mixed rots, eggs with 
yolks slightly stuck to the shell, blood 
rings and eggs wltb bloody whites are 
not always detected, and are included 
In the group most frequently mlscan- 
dled by Inexperienced or careless work- 
men. Eggs with brown shells or light- 
colored yolks make detection between, 
good and bad specimens more diffi- 
cult 


In the studies with skilled candters, 


who candled a number of cases of 30 
dozen' eggs each, the average propor- 
tion of bad eggs miscandled per case 
varied from 0.2 In spring firsts to lO.TTi. 
in very Io\y grade cold-storage eggs. 
The percentage of bad eggs which 
could not be? found by , recnndling 
ranged from none to 6.93 per cent per 
case andr depended on the grade of the 
eggs examined. 
In the commercial 


candling of 128,587 eggs, 5,985 bad 
eggs were found, of which 71.65 per 
cent were recognized by candling and 
the balance, or 28.35 per cent, were 
not found until the eggs were opened 
and examined individually: Then it 
was observed that the 28.35 per cent 
was divided between a group of 17.02 
per cent bad eggs, which In many in- 
stances are distinguishable by can- 
dling, and n second group of 11.33 per 
cent-consisting, of types of bad eggs 
which, cnnuot fbe discovered until the1 
eggs are broken:

New York, March 19—Paving the 


way for1 future commercial aerial ac- 
tivities and at the same tune making 
ready an air force for military needs, 
the Division of Military Aeronautics 
has arranged a trailing progiam for 
college students which will not inter- 
fere with their 
prescribed 
college 


courses but will, at the end of three 
yeais, turn them out prepared for | 
commercial, sport 01 military aviat>on 
duties. 


The plan, as announced by the war 


Department, in connection with its 
Exhibit at the Aeronautical exposition 
hers, permits the college student to 
absorb courses previously included in 
the curricula of the ground schools 
while working for his degree. 


The assumption of the war depart- 


ment is that aviators must be young 
men, and they point to the experience 
of the war to prove tTfeir point. 
For 


this reason, they say, there must be 
a constant stream of candidates going 
through the schools. 


The government s detailed plan as. 


explained at the Aeronautical exposi 
tion by Colonel B. E. Castle, formerly 
of the Central Board, Division of Mil- 
'tuiy Aeronautics, is as follows: 


"We are proceeding on the assump- 


tion that aviators 'will become super- 
annuated more rapidly 'han any other 
kind of officer, so that i, Is imperative 
that the supply of traned pei-sonnel 
be kept up. In view o!. the strength 
of ths air service at tie cessation of 
hostilities and in view of the depre- 
ciation among our reserve officers of 
not liiSs than ten, per cent, a year, it 
is estimated that we must draw about 
1,000 j pilots, 850 airplane and balloon 


serv^rs, and 100 engineer officers 


bvery year.

REDUCE WASTE BY CANDLING 


Difficulty In Determining Quality of 


Certain Clawei.of Egg* In Com- 


mercial. Plants. 


(Prepared by the United states Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Although the candling method of de- 


termining the quality of eggs' in the 
shell Is the best known for commercial 
grading, recent Investigations conduct- 
ed by the United States department of 
agriculture show that one group of 
eggs of Inferior, quality cannot be de- 
tected by this system, and that it Is 
Inadequate in grading still another 
group. The Investigations, reported in 
Department Bulletin 702, show that ex- 
perienced camliers and those using ex- 
treme care do not make many mis- 
takes in grading eggs. ^Eggs with green 
whites and those having a normal ap- 
pearance but bad odors are not recog- 
nizable by candling. White rots, more 
particularly mixed rots, eggs with 
yolks slightly stuck to the shell, blood 
rings and eggs wltb bloody whites are 
not always detected, and are included 
In the group most frequently mlscan- 
dled by Inexperienced or careless work- 
men. Eggs with brown shells or light- 
colored yolks make detection between, 
good and bad specimens more diffi- 
cult 


In the studies with skilled candters, 


who candled a number of cases of 30 
dozen' eggs each, the average propor- 
tion of bad eggs miscandled per case 
varied from 0.2 In spring firsts to lO.TTi. 
in very Io\y grade cold-storage eggs. 
The percentage of bad eggs which 
could not be? found by , recnndling 
ranged from none to 6.93 per cent per 
case andr depended on the grade of the 
eggs examined. 
In the commercial 


candling of 128,587 eggs, 5,985 bad 
eggs were found, of which 71.65 per 
cent were recognized by candling and 
the balance, or 28.35 per cent, were 
not found until the eggs were opened 
and examined individually: Then it 
was observed that the 28.35 per cent 
was divided between a group of 17.02 
per cent bad eggs, which In many in- 
stances are distinguishable by can- 
dling, and n second group of 11.33 per 
cent-consisting, of types of bad eggs 
which, cnnuot fbe discovered until the1 
eggs are broken:

New York, March 19—Paving the 


way for1 future commercial aerial ac- 
tivities and at the same tune making 
ready an air force for military needs, 
the Division of Military Aeronautics 
has arranged a trailing progiam for 
college students which will not inter- 
fere with their 
prescribed 
college 


courses but will, at the end of three 
yeais, turn them out prepared for | 
commercial, sport 01 military aviat>on 
duties. 


The plan, as announced by the war 


Department, in connection with its 
Exhibit at the Aeronautical exposition 
hers, permits the college student to 
absorb courses previously included in 
the curricula of the ground schools 
while working for his degree. 


The assumption of the war depart- 


ment is that aviators must be young 
men, 
and they point to the experience 


of the war to prove tTfeir point. 
For 


this reason, they say, there must be 
a constant stream of candidates going 
through the schools. 


The government s detailed plan as. 


explained at the Aeronautical exposi 
tion by Colonel B. E. Castle, formerly 
of the Central Board, Division of Mil- 
'tuiy Aeronautics, is as follows: 


"We are proceeding on the assump- 


tion that aviators 'will become super- 
annuated more rapidly 'han any other 
kind of officer, so that i, Is imperative 
that the supply of traned pei-sonnel 
be kept up. In view o!. the strength 
of ths air service at tie cessation of 
hostilities and in view of the depre- 
ciation among our reserve officers of 
not liiSs than ten, per cent, a year, it 
is estimated that we must draw about 
1,000 j pilots, 850 airplane and balloon 


serv^rs, and 100 engineer officers 


bvery year.
